Regarding the opening mechanism of Nedblake, the term opening mechanism is in an of itself a broad limitation. The opening 
mechanism is only a means for accessing the interior of the food product enclosing portion. Nedblake further discloses that the cover (34) 
and the lower section (32) are engaged at a joint (Column 2, Lines 5-16). The coupling band (16) with the line of weakness are further are 
twisted by the consumer's hand to separate the container (Column 2, Lines 23-40) and thus allow access to the food product in the lower 
container. Thus, a mechanism, unhinging of the joint would have resulted in an opening mechanism for accessing the food product. The 
references and rejections regarding Nedblake, Feldmeier, Sayre and Bezek are taken for the reasons of record in the Final Rejection,
